You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Town  Hall  in  said  Dorchester 
on  Tuesday  the  8th  day  of  March,  1983,  polls  to  be  open  for  voting  on 
article  1  at  1 : 00  o'clock  in  the  afternoon,  and  to  close  not  earlier  than 
6:00  o'clock  in  the  afternoon,  with  action  on  the  remaining  articles  to 
be  taken  commencing  at  7:30  in  the  evening. 

1 .  To  choose  by  nonpartisan  ballot  all  necessary  Town  officers  for 
the  ensuing  year. 

2.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  borrow 
money  in  anticipation  of  taxes. 

3.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  adopt  a  method  of  semi-annual 
taxation  in  accordance  with  RSA  76:15b,  with  payments  due  July  1 
and  December  1  each  year.  The  taxpayer  would  be  billed  in  May  or 
June  for  taxes  assessed  on  April  1  of  that  year  based  on  half  the 
previous  year's  taxes.  In  December,  the  second  payment  would  be 
adjusted  to  reflect  changes  in  the  tax  rate,  the  assessed  valuation,  and 
the  amount  already  paid. 

4.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  begin  semi-annual  taxation  with 
the  first  payment  due  July  1 ,  1983,  based  on  the  1982  tax  rate,  and  the 
second  payment  due  December  1,  1983,  based  on  the  1983  tax  rate. 

5.  To  see  what  sums  of  money  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  for  Town  Poor  and  Old  Age  Assistance. 

6.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$20,000.00  for  maintaining  and  repairing  highways  and  bridges  during 
the  ensuing  year. 

7.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$512.46  in  order  to  secure  from  the  State  the  sum  of  $3,416.43  to  be 
expended  for  Town  Road  Aid. 

8.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$850.00  to  add  to  the  Capital  Reserve  Fund  for  Snow  Removal  and 
Road  Equipment. 


9.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$200.00  to  add  to  the  Capital  Reserve  Fund  for  Repairs  to  the  Town 
Hall  and  other  Town  Buildings. 

1 0.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$2,000.00  for  fire  protection  by  the  Rumney  Fire  Department  for  the 
year  March  1 ,  1983  to  March  1 ,  1984,  $1 ,800.00  to  be  paid  to  the  Town 
of  Rumney  and  $200.00  to  be  held  in  escrow  by  the  Dorchester 
Selectmen  for  hourly  wages  of  the  firemen. 

1 1 .  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$700.00  for  fire  protection  by  the  Canaan  Fire  Department  for  the  year 
March  1,  1983  to  March  1,  1984,  $500.00  to  be  paid  to  the  Town  of 
Canaan  and  $200.00  to  be  held  in  escrow  by  the  Dorchester  Selectmen 
for  hourly  wages  of  the  firemen. 

1 2.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$500.00  for  the  Forest  Fire  Department. 

13.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$125.00  for  the  publication  of  a  town  newsletter  to  be  sent  out  by  the 
Selectmen  four  times  per  year,  on  March  1 ,  June  1 ,  September  1 ,  and 
on  December  1. 

1 4.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$150.00  for  the  support  of  the  Dorchester  Community  Library. 

1 5.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$350.00  for  the  care  of  cemeteries  for  the  ensuing  year. 

16.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$1,500.00  to  be  paid  to  the  Town  of  Rumney  for  use  of  the  Rumney 
Refuse  Disposal  Facilities  by  inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Dorchester. 

1 7.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$318.00  in  order  to  support  the  medical  emergency  service  and 
emergency  transportation  provided  by  the  Canaan  F.A.S.T.,  Inc. 
within  the  Town. 

18.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$574.00  in  order  to  support  the  work  of  the  Mascoma  Home  Health 
Services  within  the  Town. 


19.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to 
administer,  lease,  rent,  sell  and  convey,  or  otherwise  dispose  of  any 
real  estate  or  mineral  rights  acquired  by  the  Town  by  any  Tax 
Collector's  deed.  And  in  the  event  of  a  sale,  any  such  sale  shall  be 
conducted  by  advertised  sealed  bids,  negotiated  private  sale,  public 
auction,  or  in  any  other  manner  which  the  Selectmen  shall  deem  to  be 
in  the  best  interests  of  the  Town. 

20.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$1 ,000.00  for  the  operating  expenses  of  the  Police  Department. 

21.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary  to  defray 
town  charges  for  the  ensuing  year  in  the  amount  of  $24,791.03,  ex- 
clusive of  school  and  county  taxes,  and  to  make  appropriations  for  the 
same. 

22.  To  hear  the  reports  of  agents,  auditors  or  committees 
heretofore  chosen  and  pass  any  vote  relating  thereto. 

23.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  go  on  record  in  support  of  im- 
mediate actions  by  the  Federal  Government  to  control  and  reduce  acid 
rain  which  is  harmful  to  the  environment  and  economy  of  Dorchester 
and  to  the  health  and  welfare  of  the  people  of  Dorchester.  (By 
petition). 

24.  To  act  upon  any  other  business  that  may  legally  come  before 
said  meeting. 

25.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  adjourn  the  March  8,  1983  Town 
Meeting  to  Tuesday,  August  9,  1983,  pending  receipt  of  prices  and 
reports  regarding  the  purchase  of  a  new  town  loader-backhoe.

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SELECTMEN'S  FINANCIAL  UPDATE 
TO  THE  TOWN 


1.  The  Town  trust  funds  for  snow  removal  and  road  equipment 
have  been  put  into  high  yield  money  market  certificates. 

2.  The  town  general  fund  has  been  put  into  an  interest-bearing 
checking  account. 

3.  The  Selectmen  are  taking  steps  to  achieve  more  equity  between 
the  amount  of  taxes  derived  from  land  assessed  at  Current  Use  rates 
and  that  amount  realized  from  land  assessed  at  full  value.  (See 
Current  Use  Report). 

4.  The  Town  is  appealing  its  Equalized  Valuation  on  the  grounds 
that  it  is  based  on  a  small  number  of  Real  Estate  sales,  producing  a 
high  valuation  which  seriously  affects  our  school  and  county  costs. 

5.  We  initiated  action  to  change  the  school  formula,  in  the  hope 
that  such  change  will  reduce  our  per  pupil  cost,  making  it  more 
equitable  with  the  per  pupil  costs  of  the  other  towns  in  the  district. 
Any  change  will  not  be  in  effect  until  the  district  is  operating  under  the 
1984-85  school  budget.

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REPORT  OF  TOWN  FOREST  FIRE  WARDENS 

and 

STATE  FOREST  RANGER 


Forest  fire  prevention,  our  business,  your  business,  good  business! 
This  slogan  has  been  the  motto  of  the  N.H.  Division  of  Forests  and 
Lands,  Forest  Fire  Service  since  1909  when  the  first  forest  fire  laws 
were  passed  by  the  Legislature. 

These  laws  set  in  place  a  cooperative  forest  fire  protection  program 
of  State  and  local  forest  fire  personnel  that  has,  in  the  past  75  years, 
established  New  Hampshire  as  a  leader  in  forest  fire  prevention  and 
control.  Our  annual  acreage  loss  to  forest  fires  of  one-half  acre  per 
fire  is  the  best  in  the  nation.  This  fire  record  has  come  about  through 
the  cooperative  efforts  of  our  state/town  forest  fire  protection  program. 
The  state  provides  detection  of  fires,  training  for  local  forest  fire 
wardens,  low  cost  forest  fire  suppression  equipment  to  local  fire 
departments,  and  technical  advice  at  the  fire  ground.  Local  governments 
provide  the  volunteer  fire  fighters  who  are  appointed  as  wardens  and 
deputy  wardens  and  who  respond  quickly  to  suppress  reported  forest 
fires. 

This  program  has  resulted  in  a  steady  decline  in  annual  acres 
lost  to  forest  fires  since  1910  when  the  average  fire  burned  33  acres 
compared  to  the  modern  day  loss  of  one-half  acre  per  fire. 

Only  by  the  continued  cooperation  of  the  State/towns  and  our 
entire  citizenry  can  this  record  be  maintained.

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DORCHESTER  COMMUNITY  LIBRARY 


This  year  the  library  has  been  very  active.  During  the  summer  the 
library  was  open  on  Saturdays  for  a  Children's  Hour  from  10  a.m.  to  12 
Noon.  We  hope  there  is  enough  interest  to  continue  the  program  next 
summer. 

In  September  the  Friends  of  the  Library  met  to  work  on  crafts  for 
the  Christmas  Fair.  The  Fair  was  held  in  December  and  was  so  suc- 
cessful they  plan  to  make  it  an  annual  event.  Please  watch  for  the  date 
and  support  their  efforts.  The  Friends  will  be  holding  craft  sessions  to 
work  on  projects  for  the  fair  throughout  t!  i  year.  Anyone  interested  in 
joining  the  group  or  donating  home  made  items  please  contact  Donna 
Norris  or  Beverly  Hall. 

During  the  year  the  library  purchased  83  new  books.  There  are  now 
1841  books  on  the  shelves. 

The  State  Library  has  made  two  visits  this  year.  They  exchanged  a 
total  of  967  books,  consisting  of  adult  fiction,  225;  adult  non-fiction, 
270,  and  juniors,  463. 

The  circulation  this  year  was  419  books  and  52  magazines.  This  is 
an  increase  from  last  year.  There  are  35  people  signing  out  books, 
representing  21  families.  This  is  fantastic. 

The  trustees  and  I  have  been  working  on  a  questionnaire.  We 
would  like  to  know  how  the  library  can  best  serve  you.  We  will  be 
mailing  this  suPv'ey  to  you  in  early  summer.  Please  fill  it  out  and  return 
it  to  us.  It  is  very  important  to  us  to  know  what  kind  of  books  you  like 
and  what  films  you  would  be  interested  in  seeing. 

The  financial  report  shows  a  balance  of  $156.26.  There  were  some 
outstanding  expenses.  We  sent  the  library's  typewriter  in  for  repairs 
and  are  waiting  for  the  estimate.  There  are  several  books  that  were 
voted  on  to  be  purchased  that  had  not  been  paid  for  by  December  31 , 
1982.  We  kept  money  in  the  treasury  to  cover  these  expenses.  Any 
money  that  is  left  will  be  put  towards  the  questionnaire  that  is 
planned. 
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We  would  like  to  thank  the  people  who  have  supported  the  library 
through  their  efforts  and  donations.  THANK  YOU  to  the  Town  for 
appropriating  $200.00  in  1982;  to  Rose  and  Ernest  Mitchell  for  holding 
a  raffle  that  raised  $148.00;  to  the  Friends  of  the  Library  for  holding  a 
yard  and  bake  sale  raising  $84.65;  to  the  former  Ladies'  Club  and  all 
others  who  donated  and /or  worked  to  make  the  Christmas  Fair  a 
success.

Mascoma  Home  Health  Services,  Inc.,  like  all  providers  of  health 
care,  has  this  year  felt  the  impact  of  scarce  resources,  but  as  in  the 
past  14  years  has  met  the  challenge  by  continuing  to  provide  in-home 
care  as  well  as  community  health  programs.  This  has  been  made  possible 
in  part  by  the  continued  support  of  the  towns  it  serves,  which  are 
Canaan,  Enfield,  Grafton,  Dorchester,  and  Orange. 

The  home  health  care  offered  by  the  agency  includes  nursing,  physical 
and  occupational  therapy.  These  skilled  services  are  available  to  those 
patients  who  are  confined  at  home  and  under  the  supervision  of  a 
physician.  The  patient  may  need  either  temporary  or  long  term  care. 
Mascoma  Home  Health  is  certified  to  provide  care  under  the  Medicare 
program  and  also  has  a  contract  with  Blue  Cross. 

Home  health  aide  and  homemaker  services  are  also  available. 
Activities  for  this  program  can  include  bathing  and  personal  grooming 
needs,  helping  in  practice  of  self  care  skills  as  in  the  "Keeping  Mobile" 
program  offered  by  the  Therapy  service.  General  homemaking  services 
are  also  available  to  those  persons  with  limited  mobility  so  that  they  may 
remain  in  their  homes  safely  and  independently. 

The  Child  Health  Program  includes  a  monthly  well-child  clinic  and  2 
dental  clinics  per  year.  Health  education  is  a  part  of  these  clinics 
as  well  as  direct  care.  New  born  visits  are  made  to  those  families  who 
desire  this  additional  help.  This  year  prepared  childbirth  classes 
"Lamaze"  are  being  held  at  the  agency.

The  trend  in  health  care  is  now  being  directed  toward  the  community 
where  it  is  felt  that  it  will  be  less  costly  and  a  better  quality  of 
life,  particularly  in  the  area  of  long  term  care  for  the  elderly  by  making 
it  possible  to  remain  at  home. 

The  struggle  continues  over  how  to  provide  maintenance  long  term 
care  without  adequate  funding.  This  problem  is  being  addressed  in 
this  agency  by  striving  to  start  new  programs  specifically  designed  to 
meet  these  needs  for  those  people  who  otherwise  might  be  in  a  nursing 
home.  Long  term  care  is  one  of  the  strengths  of  home  care  from  the 
patient's  perspective  and  we  as  an  agency  have  been  successful  in 
keeping  patients  at  home  in  the  face  of  great  odds.  Our  goal  for  this 
and  all  years  is  to  continue  to  improve  upon  this.
